In vietf of the necessity to hold knowledge of this subject 
to the minimum, it is suggested that this paper be handled strictly 
on a "need of know" basis.

1. In a letter to the Joint Chiefs of Staff dated lJj October 195li 
the Commander in Chief, Far East Command, (GNCFE) stated that he was 
forwarding revised Diana in support of NSC 170A (U .S. Objectives and 
Courses of Action in Korea). Ihese plane have been concurred in by 
Ambassador Briggs and Admiral Overesch and cover the period during 
and after the redeployment of United Nations Command (UNC) forces. 

GNCFE states that they will remain workable so long as two or more U.S. 
divisions remain in Korea, and that they empha size the security and non- 
involvement features of the NSC 170 A missions |
